1 . OUR CONSULATE RECORDS SHOW ONLY THAT MS. IZAK RECEIVED 
1 ENTRY/1 MONTH VISA ISSUED 29 OCTOBER 1973 FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF ATTENDING DIVINE LIGHT MISSION CONFERENCE IN HOUSTON, 

TEXAS. 

2. OUR FILES SHOW THAT MEMBERS OF THE DIVINE LIGHT MISSION 
(DLM) VISITED THE EMBASSY ON TWO OCCASIONS DURING MARCH 1974. 

ON MARCH 18, 1974 THEY EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT THE GOC WOULD 
CLOSE DOWN THE DLM. THE LEADER OF THE MISSION SAID HE HAD 

BEEN HELD FOR A MONTH AND REPEATEDLY INTERROGATED BY SECURITY 
FORCES. FOUR OTHER DLM MEMBERS, INCLUDING AN AMERICAN CITIZEN, 
SAID THEY HAD BEEN DETAINED FOR ONE DAY, QUESTIONED AND MADE 
TO SIGN DECLARATIONS BEFORE BEING RELEASED. 

3. THE LEADER OF THE SANTIAGO MISSION AND TWO MEMBERS 
INCLUDING MS. IZAK, STOPPED BY AGAIN ON MARCH 25, 1974. 

THEY SAID THE GOC HAD BANNED THE MISSION FROM CHILE, DETAINED 
A NUMBER OF THEM FOR TWO DAYS, AND EXPELLED THREE AMERICANS 
ACROSS THE ARGENTINE BORDER. THE VISITORS SAID THAT THEY 
PLANNED TO LEAVE FOR ARGENTINA RIGHT AWAY AND HOPED TO GO 
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REGARDING ASYLUM. 

4. BANNING THE DLM SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN PART OF A CHILEAN 
GOVERNMENT CRACKDOWN ON A NUMBER OF RELIGIOUS SECTS, 
PRINCIPALLY ONE KNOWN AS THE "SILO." THE GOC LOOSELY 
DESCRIBED THEM AS "PSUEDO-RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS" 

ACTING AS "SERVANTS OF INTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM" (74 SANTIAGO 
4708). THE GOC'S ACTIONS GENERATED CONSIDERABLE US PUBLIC 
AND CONGRESSIONAL INTEREST. 

5. AS FAR AS WE KNOW THE DLM IS NO LONGER ACTIVE IN CHILE. 

6. WITHIN THE PAST MONTH, THE GOVERNMENT BRIEFLY DETAINED 
SEVERAL MEMBERS OF THE "LIGHT AND LOVE" MISSION. WHILE IN 
GENERAL THE GOC HAS NOT RESTRICTED RELIGIOUS FREEDOMS, IT 
APPARENTLY VIEWS CERTAIN SECTS AS NOT QUALIFYING AS FULL 
FLEDGED RELIGIOUS GROUPS AND TREATS THEM DIFFERENTLY. 

7. WE BELIEVE THAT SHOULD MS. ITAK SEEK TO PROSELYTIZE HER 
BELIEFS IN CHILE SHE MIGHT BE SUBJECT TO PERSECUTION. IT 
APPEARS FROM REFTEL THAT THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT HAD HER 
NAME ON SOME SORT OF A BLACKLIST WHEN ITS EMBASSY ALLEGEDLY 
DECLINED TO EXTEND HER PASSPORT IN LATE 1974. IF MS. IZAK'S 
ACCOUNT IS VERIFIED THERE WOULD BE ADDITIONAL REASON TO 
BELIEVE THAT SHE MIGHT BE SUBJECT TO HARASSEMENT UPON HER 
RETURN TO CHILE UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES. 
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
